Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following: the term "plat" is not 
proper in the current context. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-19 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

The manner in which the movable "plats" are mechanically connected; the 
motorized device; the light, temperature, and sound sensitive aspect, the remote 
control, the manner of moving the cloth plats; the fabric plats and their operation, etc., 
are not properly disclosed. 

Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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Where applicant acts as his or her own lexicographer to specifically define a term 
of a claim contrary to its ordinary meaning, the written description must clearly redefine 
the claim term and set forth the uncommon definition so as to put one reasonably skilled 
in the art on notice that the applicant intended to so redefine that claim term. Process 
Control Corp. v. HydReclaim Corp., 190 F.3d 1350, 1357, 52 USPQ2d 1029, 1033 (Fed. 
Cir. 1999). The term "plat" in the claims. The term is indefinite because the specification 
does not clearly redefine the term. 

The phrases "light sensitive", "sound sensitive" and "temperature sensitive" are 
vague and indefinite. 

Claim 19 is indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1,3,8 and 15-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Rylander. 

See the frame formed by stiles A\ rails A, etc., stationary "plats" A2, moveable 
plats B3, and moving means C. The elongate plats themselves extend horizontally and 
the plat arrangement is vertical. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2,5,6 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Rylander. 

The material of the plats is not critical (not discussed in the specification) and 
would have been an obvious design modification so as to achieve the inherent 
advantages of wood and plastic material.
